A VERY HEALTHY REPORT. 


Senator Richardson, Chairm an of the 
Committee on Charitable and Penal Insti­ 
tutions, has made a yery im portant report 
regarding the action of the Trustees of the 
State Hospital for the Iasane, ic contract­ 
ing debts rn violation or law. The rebuke 
is a scathing one, and one which is richly 
deseryed. According to the report, the 
superintendent and trustees have managed 
the financial affairs of the Hospital without 
regard to law. It has been the practice of 
the Superintendent to purchase supplies 
and m aterial required, largely on credit, 
aud the trustees have included la their 
reports such articles only, as were paid 
tor before the close of the fiscal year. Sen­ 
ator Richardson says that there does not 
appear to have been any attem pt made to 
separate accounts for supplies for different 
years, but as these bills have been present­ 
ed aud paid, they have been entered in 
the books of the institution as of the year 
when paid. 
The report aho says that “a list of un­ 
paid accounts against the Institution was 
furnished your Com m ittee of the State 
Board of Charities, am ounting to $32,700, 
and though a considerable portion ot tins 
indebtedness was created before the m onth 
of October, and some of it as early as 
April, no mention of that fact is made in 
the Superintendent's report. 
This prac­ 
tice of creating debts has been followed 
by its natural consequence, the necessity 
of borrowing money by the institution, 
and the paym ent of interest thereon, at the 
time when there was no lack of money in 
the State treasury.” 


Again, the Chairm an says, “ whether or 
not, the anticipation of these a p p ro p re 
Cions is evidence of a degree of confidence 
on the part of the trustees in the readiness 
ot the legislature to honor their drafts, 
which speaks volumes for the generosity 
oi former legislatures, but reflects no cred­ 
it upon their supervision of these institu­ 
tions.” It is very true as stated rn the 
report that “ the deliberate assumption of 
this authority to run in debt, was not justi 
fled by any necessity which was not as 
well understood by members of every Leg­ 
islature that has m et in this Capitol for 
years, and by the board of m anagem ent of 
the hospital, aud its approval of this Leg­ 
islature would be official notice to all, that 
the precedent lim* established could be 
followed of others, till tho whole duties of 
future Legislatures relating to our acts ol 
these boards of management, and collect 
taxes to settle accounts of their creat­ 
ing.” 


The Com m ittee recommend that the bill 
to pay this unlawful indebtedness be infill- 
nicely postponed. The question is, has the 
Legislature the moral courage to defeat 
the unjustified and illegal schemes of the 
Superintendent and trustees of the State 
Insane Hospital ? 


In connection with this subject it is well 
to state here, that Senator Richardson has 
introduced a bill which seeks lo effect a 
radical change in the management of the 
Hospitals for the Insane. 
Briefly stated, it 
provides that 
the Governor, with the 
consent of the Senate, shall in 51arch next, 
appoint three commissoners to be known 
as the Wisconsin Commissioners of Hospi­ 
tals tor the Insane, one of whom shall be 
appointed each year for a term of three 
years. 
T ac board shall have the control 
and management of all the hospitals for 
th j insane, and shall become responsible 
tor such. The bill is an exceedingly im ­ 
portant one, and is so wise in its provisions 
that the Legislature can hardly refuse to 
pass it. It I* practically a reform measure, 
and should be passed.

The 
public printer, Delrees, is prohibited by 
law from incurring any debt, therefore 
there is no alternative, bat |to send this 
large numb- r of persons admi, until Con­ 
gress sees fit, to make a deficiency appro­ 
priation. The wages paid in thegovemmei t 
printing office arc less than in most of the 
Government lflites. 
Probably not more 
than one in a Lustred of those discharged 
own a nome in Washington ; very many of 
them have rent lo pay, and families to 
support 
It will not b : surprising if there 
sin uid be much distress, uuiess Congress 
boo.i provides the means for resuming bus­ 
ine ss. 
Ibis uuiorluuutc condition ol allairs is 
directly chargeable to the Dem erat C 
Congress. At the extra session last year, 
the Democrats were so anxious to have it 
go before the country that they had 
reduced the national expenses, they cut 
down the appropriations much below the 
estimatts 
The same was done in ISIS, 
for the like purpose of gaining a reputa­ 
tion for economy. The result has been 
greatly embarrassing to the governmental 
department, and has necessitated each year 
the passage of deficiency bills.

Im posing C erem onies Over the Body 
or W ong Ah Sins. 
From the San Francisco Builetio. 
The funeral Ciremonies over the late 
WoDg Ah SlDg, a Chinese* m erchant atd 
member of the Hop Wo Company, who 
was shot and killed in the basement of TGS 
Dupont street, on Sunday evening last, by 
WoDg Ah Tiak, were conducted with due 
Oriental splendor and regard to the prom­ 
inence of the deceased person, on Dupont 
street to-day. At about l l o’clock a beurre 
containing the remains drew up at the 
corner of Dupont and Commercial streets, 
and the body, which was inclosed in a 
handsome metallic casket, was placed en a 
table in the street, over which a whae 
canopy had been erected. 
Over the coffin 
a scarlet cloth was draped, and upon this 
were several ornaments of gilt paper and 
peacock feathers, with which the celestial 
;uj mimers in our midst are wont to decor­ 
ate their Lomes and graves. Outside of 
the canopy, and at the tool of the c llij, 
Was placed a table loaJid with delicacies 
celestially prepared, up »n which the soul 
of the departed VVoug Ah bing is expect­ 
ed lo live during his passage to the abodes 
of Joss. 
Among the con.cuts cl the tilde 
were roasted and uncooked hogs, eranges, 
Chinese 
cakes, 
nuts, 
candy, 
c c . 
while a m iniature image of the Great 
Joss spreads his hands benignly over the 
feast. Large candles of fanctiul design, 
ana scores of punk eticks burned htluhy 
around the coffin and table, and added 
their aroma to the already countless smell?- 
or the vicinity; while small bonfires cl pa­ 
per, upon which Chinese characters were 
written, were kept constantly burning by 
the attendants, whose name was legion. 
around the cctfia were grouped several 
Chinamen w ith while cloth b.und around 
their heads, and at the toot oi the collin 
were several professional female mourners, 
whose cries and lamentations could be 
heard for some distance c fT. These women, 
who were attired in white, with a cloak of 
straw cloth over their shoulders are sup­ 
posed to remain on their hands aud knees 
during the entire ceremony, wh ch some­ 
times lasts the better portion of the day 
aud in that position keep up incessantly 
their cries and prayers. 
Apout noon a 
Chinese band appeared on the scene, an i 
for a while the ceremonies were carried on. 
by one man. The male mourns;* k it the 
coffin and grouped themselves around tills 
perron, who stood at the loot of the hi ii 
He was dressed in tne ordinary Chinee*- I 
costume, with the exception of his head J 
dress, w itch was composed of a b a k cloth 
turban, fancifully decorated with br 8 or­ 
naments. In his hands he held a small blue 
dag (on which Chinese ^charadeis were* 
transcribed,) |a pair ct cymbals and 
a 
hell. 
Alternately accompanying himself 
upon the bell and cymbals, he chanted in 
a crying tone of voice the good deeds of 
the deceased, WoDg Ah Sing, and the 
greatness of the Chinese Joss, who would 
undoubtedly bring his assassin to jm tice. 
Finally, having finished, he gave a sign to 
ihe Chinese band, which immediately b j- 
g iii playing what presumably was a fun­ 
eral anthem, in which they Wtrc j na. d by 
(he mourner!*, the female portion oi which 
howled themselves almost into hysterics, 
numpiog their foreheads on the cobble 
frtoue pavement, and otherwise* behaving ae 
if they were insane. 
Upon the close of 
the funeral services the body of the d e­ 
ceased person was placed in a hearse, and 
taken awsy to an undertaker’s, where they 
will be boxed up to await shipm ent to 
ChiLa, it not being the intention of his 
friends to have him buried in California. 
Hie “funeral baked meats” were then cai- 
riid oil for the mourners lo regale them ­ 
selves on, aDd the lu stral services uvci 
Wong Ah Slug came to an end. 
During 
the ceremonies, which lasted about I bn e 
hours, traffic on D upont street was cousin 
e-rabiy interrupted, and sometimes com ­ 
pletely stopped by the immense coecum;* 
oi people, both .Mongolians and C ucasiacs 
witnessing the proceedings, and the bal­ 
conies overhead were literally jam m ed 
with the belter class of Chinamen and 
Chinawomen who hat} gathered together 
to see the performance of the last rites to 
the dead.
